BIRTHS INCREASE FAR 
FASTER THAN DEATHS. 


MANY CAUSES OF MORTALITY 
DECREASE; OVER THOUSAND 
A MONTH BORN HERF. 


Figures showing the increase in 
births and deaths in Los Angeles 
city for the fiscal year which ended 
last June 30, over the fiscal year 
which ended June 30. 1926, were 
made public yesterday by Henry 
Sief, registrar of births and deaths. 
Deaths from all causes increased 
415—but the births increased 1658. 
just four times the increase in 
deaths. A number of causes 
death showed a decrease. For sf 
stance, 912 persons died of tuber- 
culosis of the lungs, against $41 the 
preceding year. Suicide by poison 
decreased three, the figures being 
twenty-eight this year and thirty-one 
last year: suicide by jumping from 
a high place decreased six. three 
and nine being the tive figures, 
but all other meth of suicide 
showed a slight increase. The fig- 
ures also show that this year fewer 
Chinese and Japanyee died in the 
city than last year.

Wants China to Protect Rights 
of United States.

Outlines American Views on 
Far East Question. 


[EXCLYSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, July 8&.—Secre- 
tary Hughes in a communication to 
the Chinese government today in- 
sists that the rights of the Federal 
Telegraph Company to a concession 
for the development of powerful 
wireless stations be fully protected 
by the Chinese. He reiterated a 
demand for the open door in China 
and declared that the nationals of 
all countries should enjoy without 
discrimination the privileges of com- 
merce and industry extended by the 
government of China. 

This announcement of policy was 
occasioned by numerous protests 
from other governments to China 
asking that the Federal company's 
concessions be revoked.

CANNERS WIN 
FIGHT WITH 
SEINE MEN. 


Large Plants at Harbor Are 


Tuna Season. 


From fifteen to twenty large fish 
canneries at Los Angeles Harbor will 
not remain idle during the summer 
tuna season, as was threatened dy 
the Southern California Purse Seine 
Fishermen's Association last week, 
but will begin operations at once fol- 
lowing the accepjance yesterday of 
the canners’ offering of $50 per ton 
for bluefin tuna. 

Negotiations between the _fisher- 
men and the canners had been in a 
deadlock for several weeks until yes- 
terday, when the fishermen gave in 
rather than have their boats idle at! 
summer. The season is well ad- 
vanced and it is believed the fish 
will be found off the harbor in large 
numbers. 

Although the fishermen were paid 
$125 per ton for tuna last year, 
market conditions have forced the 
retail price for the canned product 
so low that the canners declined to 
nay more than 350 per ton this year. 
The fishermen offered to compromise 
at $80 per ton, and several days ago 
delivered an ultimatum to the 
ners threatening to tie up all purse 
seine boats until next season unless 
the canners agreed to pay $80 per 
ton, giving the canners until last 
Thursday to reach the agreement.

CITY SEEN BY 
MULHOLLAND. 


Engineer Says Water Board 
May Define Policies on the 
Colorado Plan. 


Chief Engineer Mulholland of the 
city’s Bureau of Water Works and 
Supply declared yesterday afternoon 
that the report of Director-General 
Davis of the Reclamation Service, 
approving as feasible the Boulder 
Canyon project for the development 
of the Colorado River, offered a 
favorable opportunity for the city 
of Los Angeles to participate fully 
in the benefits to be derived from 
the harnessing of the waterway. 

I have not had sufficient time,” 
said Mr. Mulholland, “to analyze 
the complete government report, but 
it seeme to give this city every op- 
portunity to join in the great work.

jones kin the husband on Thursday 
night. 
In the County Sail yesterday she 
told this and other events of her 


she said goaded her to such an ex- 
tent that she shot twice at her hus- 
band. When he fell, she said, she 
embraced him and kissed him, try- 
ing to get him to talk, but, she says, 
he died cursing her. 


TELLS HER STORY. 


According to the account of the 
woman, who sat disconsolate and 
spiritiess in the Sheriff's office, her 
husband had moved to the house at 
Roosevelt avenue and Western street, 
in the Los Cerritos district, near 
Long Beach, where the tragedy oc- 
curred, because the house had a 
basement. 

She said her husband bought 
liquor, watered it and sold it to oth- 
ers. She asserted she had pro- 
tested many times against his occu- 
pation, urging him to buy a cigar 
store in Globe, Aris, but he told her 
he was making money and intended 
to continue it. She asserted her 
husband had made arrangements to 
put a fruit table in the basement on 
which to roll dice at night parties, 
but the table was too big to 
taken in. Her daughter Jewell, 
aged 5, and her mother were living 
with her, she said, and she objected 
to the parties and the liquor. 


SUICIDE THREAT. 


On Thursday night, she stated, she 
twice threatened to kill herself, and 
received the reply from her hus- 
band to “Go ahead and blow your 
brains out; I don't care.” She fired 
one shot in the air to scare him, she 
aid. Later in the night, according 
to her story, her husband returned 
with a man she knew as Howard. 
saying, “We brought some more cf 
the stuff.” The woman said he took 
some liquor out to an automobile 
and she followed, saying to Howard, 
“He's afraid to get out of the car 
He's a coward.” 

“My husband lunged at me and 
cursed me,” she said, “and I shot 
twice. He was sitting in the car.” 

The bullet struck Johnstone near 
the heart. He died within a few 
minutes. Mrs. Johnstone, who says 
the man known to her as Howard 
had fied, called a neighbor, saying, 
Take me to the police, quick: I've 
shot my husband.” She was taken 
into custody by Chief of Police Mc- 
Lendon of Long Beach, Detective- 
Sergeant Stelzriede of Los Angeles 
and Deputy Sheriffs Couts and Bell. 
She made a full statement to the off 
cers, they say.

O BLANKET BONTS. 

President Harding and Secretary Mel- 
lon deserve the highest commendation for 
the courageous action they have taken. to 
prevent the enactment at this time of the 
$5,000,000,000 bianket-bonus bill for service 
men. Moved by purely political considera- 
tions, each might have evaded his duty. 
The Secretary of the Treasury is not re 
sponsible for the actions of Congress. Ne 
is the cashier of the government, not its 
beard of directors. But Secretary Mellon 
knows of his own knowledge that the indts 
try of the country is sorely beset to pro- 
duce the funds necessary to meet the pres- 
ent expenses of the government dnd that 
an additional burden of $5,000,000,000 might 
nullify all the efforts that have been made 
at reconstruction and stabilisation of busi- 
ness. 


Secretary Mellon knows that the blanket 
bonus would have to be collected from the 
people before it could be paid out to the 
ex-service men. He is well aware that the 
government has no private hoard from 
which it could extract the funds, and the 
correspondence of his department furnishes 
the unmistakable evidence of the hardships 
occasioned by the present enormous gov- 
ernmental expenses. He accepted the place 
as Secretary of the Treasury pledged to 
give all the aid ip his power to « reduction 
in the cost of government, thus lightening 
the tax burden of the people; and he has 


aid frankly and courageously: “This ts not 


a time to impose several billion dollars of 
new liability on an already overburdened 

In a letter r Frelinghuysen, Sec 
retary Mellon warn that the passage of 
the blanket-bonus bill would undoubtedly 
cause a further depreciation in the price of 
Liberty Bonds, which he said would be one 
of the “inevitable direct financial conse- 
quences.” Among the probable indirect 
consequences, according to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, would be “renewed infla- 
tion, inereased commodity prices and un- 
settled business conditions.” 

Ex-servicé men will do well to consider 
carefully the closing paragreph of Secretary 
Mellon's protest; for it pictures a result the 
best among those who offered their lives 
in the country’s service would be the last 
to desire. Setting forth his reasons for ob- 
jecting to the bonus bill, the Secretary of 
the Treasury concluded: 

I should be derelict in my duty to the 
country and to the veterans themselves 
if I neglected to give this warning of 
the inevitable financial consequences of 
the bill. The result would be serious 
injury and loss to the whole commu- 
nity and, in the long run, the veterans 
themselves would lose far more than 
they would gain. I cannot bring myself 
to believe that this would be “adjusted 
compensation for a. service that was 
performed as the highest duty of citt- 
senship and a sacrifice that never can 
be measured in terms of money. 
President Harding added his objections 

on Thursday to those of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. He went in person to the 
Capito] and met a sumber of Senators in 
the Senate dining-room to discuss with 


them the proposed legislation. It was a 


marked departure from the customary pro- 
cedure; for a President generally sends for 
the leaders of his party to come to him in 
the White House. He desired to divest his 
attitude of any appearance of arrogance 
and to make plain that he sought only the 
public geod. While he possesses the right 
of veto, the President is well awere that 
if the bonus bill passed Congress tt would 
put the legislative department of the gov- 
ernment in the light of approving what 
seems to be-an unjustifiable expense at this 
time. 

The Republican party is pledged to a pol- 
icy of strict economy in the administration 
ef the effairs of the government, to lighten 
the burden of the taxpayers and to cause 
a gradual reduction in the cost of adminis- 
tration. If the blanket-bonus bill passes 
this policy will be scrapped. The cost of 
government will be very materially expand- 
ed. which means ap equivalent increase in 
the amount of taxes to be collected. Op- 
pressive taxation is one of the inescapable 
results of the war; but the people have a 
right to expect that the burden shal! not be 
enlarged by hysterical efforts to be “gener- 
ous” until it becomes intolerable. Taxes 
are not payable in sentiment but in dollars. 


It is regrettable that an element should 


have appeared in the country at this time 


which seeks to show their appreciation for 
the heroi¢ deeds of our soldiers and sailors 
by offering them financial rewards. It was 
not for dollare thet those men enlisted; 
and to commemorate their heroism with 
dollars is to forget it; for a debt that is 
paid is forgotten and we desire that the 
memory of their deeds shall live as an in- 
centive to patriotism for future generations. 

Both the President and the Secretary of 
the Treasury pointed out that the govern- 
ment has contracted a financial obligation 
toward those who were injured in the serv- 
ice which must be nobly and generously 
discharged. Those who returned physically 
or mentally incapacitated from the war are 
the wards of the gation. The people will 
shrink before no sacrifice to give them the 
best care possible. They must be helped, 
not only this year, but every year that they 
are in need of assistance. 

But there is a distinction between those 
who were incapacitated and those who re- 
turned sound in body and mind to take 
their places again in the great industrial 
army of the nation. We do not believe that 
the majority of the veterans themselves de- 
sire to add to the burdens of their neigh- 
bors in order to secure a bonus for the serv- 
ice they rendered to their country as a pe- 
triotic duty. From a pecuniary point of 
view soldiering is not profitable. We have 
advanced gust two centuries from the 
time when wads of mercenaries were 
formed to fight under any chief who paid 
them well for service end guaranteed the 
right to plunder the communities they con- 
quered. The Hessian spirit does not exist 
among our veterans. They are of a differ- 
ent breed. | 

Bcores of protests have come to The 
Times from high-minded ex-service men 
who are opposed to the bianket bonus. 
They say that to put @ cash value on their 
service is to cheapen it, alike in their own 
eyes and in the eyes of the country. They 
fought to keep their home land free from 
the taint of despotism, to preserve its hon- 
or, to guard it from those who sought to 
destroy the institutions of liberty, to guar- 


antee the free enjoyment of the heritage 


we received from our fathers. It was not 
for the government alone that they fought, 
but for the country, to assure its repose 
and make ite burdens light; and they feel 
that to add $5,000,000,000 to the war bur- 
dens that the people have already assumed 


— 


is not to keep their pledges to those who 
died. 

We repeat that it is regrettable that a 
discussion about a blanket bonus should 
have been agitated at this time. It raises 
the expectations of some who have not 
thought deeply concerning the burdens on 
the mass of the people that it would entail. 


LAY FAIR IN MEXICO. 
Government operation and control of 
raflroads has not proved more popular in 
Mexico than in Great Britain and the Unit- 


ed States. American railroads were re- 


turned to their owners a year and a half 
ago; the finishing details of the turning 
over of the British roads are now being 
completed; and President Obregon asserts 


that the railroads of Mexico will be re 


turned to private ownership as soon as 


delivery. 

In a recent utterance concerning govern- 
mental conditions in Mexico President 
Obregon said: 

The right of my government to take 
over its railroads when just occasion 
should arise was one of the conditions 
of the concessions. This right is also 
declared and definite in the railroad law 
of the nation. It has been stated, how- 
ever, that the Mexican government has 
continued this control unduly, its pur- 
pose being to use the revenues for gov- 
ernmental upkeep. It cannot be denied 
that this was true at first; but it is not 
true today, nor has it been true for 
some time.

is was possible because of its small 
mileage and because it had suffered 
less. In the case of the national lines, 
however, there was far greater mileage 
and a much greater destruction, and to 
bave turned these lines back in their 
wrecked condition would have given 
ground for bitter disputes. .. . In 
the last few months the government 
has taken 5,000,000 pesos out of its own 
funds for investment in rolling stock. 

We are now close to the day when the 

pational lines will be turned back to 

their owners and in such shape as to 
make damage claims fairly simple of 
ascertainment and adjustment. 

So endeth Mexico's experiment with pub- 
lic operation and contro! of its railways. 
The government has had enough of them 
and is trying to get them in shape for re- 
delivery. The expense to the country has 
been enormous and, as President Obregon 
points out, the claims for damages will re- 
sult in a serious drain on the revenueé of 
the country for some time in the future. 

We cannot withhold our admiration, how- 
ever, for the frank and honorable method 
ig which the Mexican government is deal- 
ing with the railway problem. When the 
roads of this country were turned back the 
government simply dropped them. There 
was no attempt to put them in as good a 


condition as eat the time when they were 


seized. The Wilson administration shunted 
them off its hands as though they were so 
many empties blocking the main track. 
Worse than that; restrictive legisiation was 
passed which makes it well-nigh impossible 
for the owners to raise the funds necessary 
to restore the lines to their prewar condi- 
tion. 

President Obregon hopes, on the other 
hand, to return the Mexican lines to their 
owners in fairly good shape. He does not 
intend that the government shall benefit 
from its high-handed methods in seizing the 
roads. This evidence of fair dealing wil! 
not be without its effect on the foreign gov- 
ernments from whom President Obregon 
is now seeking recognition for Mexico if 
it becomes apparent that life and property 
are not to be destroyed in Mexico with im- 
punity, that the same principles of justice 
will be observed there as in other free coun- 
tries, not only will Mexico be aceorded gov- 
ernmenta! recognition, but she will be able 
to secure from the outside the capital she 
needs to develop her latent but wonderfully 
rich natural resources. 


OVIETISM ON SHIPBOARD. 

Scout boats of three nations have failed 
to find any trace of piratical craft preying 
on commerce off the Virginia coasts. No 
soviet fleet has appeared at any of the Bal 
tic ports, neither has a mystery craft been 
sighted on any of the seven seas. Thirteen 
vessels have been swallowed by the ocean 
somewhere along the route that the cara- 
vels of Columbus traversed in safety. The 
crews seem to have gone down with the 
ships; for no trace has been found of any 
survivor. 

Two or three centuries ago these disap- 
pesrances would have been attributed to 
the supernatural, and priests would have 
been sent to bless the waters, to appease 
the spirits and disperse the devils. It was 
a comfortable belief; for the supernatural 
was a solution for any phenomenon of na- 
ture. But we are living in a materialistic 
era which insists that all hidden causes 
must be made visible. The readers of The 
Times are beginning to clamor for a defi- 
nite solution of this riddie of the seas. 

While backed by no absolute proof, ex- 
perts are beginning to accept the explana- 
tion of the marine insurance men. They 
have been making searching investigations, 
for they are the heaviest losers when a 
ship and its cargo disappear; and they have 
reached the conclusion that lack of disci- 
pline on the part of the crews of the ves- 
sels and an eagerness to abandon the boats 


at the first approach of danger are the 


causes of most of the disasters. 

The spirit of radicalism that has replaced 
the old discipline of the seas is proving as 
destructive as on land. The sturdy tars of 
the last century, who would stick to the 
ship in fair weather and in foul, have been 
replaced by crews that owe their first alle- 
glance to some seamen’s union. They know 
that the discharge of any of their number 
can be protested and that the threat of a 
strike will probably secure reinstatement. 
along with wages for the time he was idle. 

This abolishing of the old discipline has 
been carried farther on many foreign ves- 
sels than on those of the United States, and 
this explains probably why but one of the 
thirteen missing ships carried the American 
flag. A mutinous crew on a European ves- 
sel has been a rather common occurrence 
during the last two years. The spirit of 


_ Bolshevism has tainted the sea as well as 


the land. And the effects have been equally 
fatal to those who tried to enforce its ten- 
ets. 

According to the opinion of the marine 
insurance writers, the officers of the miss- 
ing vessels were unable to get the crews 
to exert the necessary effort to protect the 
ships in a heavy storm. The sailors prob- 
ably considered the orders unnecessary or 
too rigorous and probably magnified the 
risk of the task to which they were as- 
signed. Their failure to obey orders left 
the craft at the mercy of the wind and tide. 
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If the sallors abandoned the ship their light 


boats were overturned before they reached 


land. Failure to obey discipline had a dis- 
astrous effect alike for officers and crew. If 


there were mutinies none returned to tell 


the tale.

The protest of the clergy against being 


held up to ridicule in motion pictures has 
a substantial basis. Recent statistics tend 


to show that it is becoming increasingly — 


dificult to get reeruits for the pulpit. If 
ministers are constantly presented on the 
screen as mollycoddies this will certainly 
not help to lead young men to enter the 
service of the churches. 

That irreverence is becoming more gen- 
eral and that things which are sacred to 
numbers of people are not respected are 
matters of common observation. At bot- 
tom this is not, perhaps, so much a matter 
of varying points of view as of manners. 
As individuals most of us respect the point 
of view of those with whom we differ. at 
least by not outwardly deriding them. But 
some motion-picture managers appear to be 
regardiess of the feelings of others. That 
is not as it should be—(New York Tribune

COTTON OUTLOOK. 

The cotton movement for the week 

is summarized for Trade Talk by 

W. W. Morrison, secretary of the 

Galveston Cotton Exchange, who 


says: 

“The government estimate of 26,- 
519,000 acreage and indicated pro- 
duction of 8,433,000 bales forecast 
the smallest crop of American cot- 
ton since 1895, or in twenty-six 
years. In the next year, 1896, the 
amount Planted was 23,373,20macres, 
and production was 8,632,705 bales. 

“It is interesting to note that in 
1896 the land was leas exhausted, 
labor better organized and, what is 
very important, the weevil had only 
invaded a few counties in South west 
Texas. The drastic economy that 
Europe, particularly, has practiced 
during the last six years in the use 
of cotton goods has compelled the 
use of many substitutes, like for in- 
stance, the South having to use 
parched corn for coffee Guring the 
Civil War. 

“These substitues will, of course, 

be abandoned in time, but should 
this process be delayed and the crop 
this year, as a consequence, have 
to be sold at anythimg like current 
prices. or even much higher, a stin 
more d le reduction in the output 
could be expected next year. 
“This would forecast such a short- 
age of American cotton in the near 
future as the world has never seen 
and the resulting effect on Prices 
would mean a dramatic, and, prob- 
ably, a disastrous disturbance of the 
cotton business.”

Despite Present Appearances, 
Los Angeles Has Only About 
Twenty Thousand Dogs. 


A surprising fact became 
known yesterday. There are 
only 20,038 dogs in the city of 
Los Angeles. The surprising 
fact about this fact“ is that 
each parent who owns a small 
boy who owns a dog believes 
that there are at least that 
many dogs in his neighbor- 
hood and probably millions 
more in the city. For any’ 
parent of any boy who owns 
any dog can attest to the fact 
that scarcely a day passes 
without at least that many 
dogs being on the front lawn 
at one time. 

The dog census became 
known yesterday when the an- 
nual report of the Humane 
Animal Commission was made 
public. 

But incorporated in the re- 
port were 2239 tragedies. For 
that many dogs belonging to 
approximately half that many 
boys were destroyed during 
the year by the commission. 
New homes were found for 
619 of those picked up, how- 
ever. The report shows that 
1122 cats were destroyed, all 
nine lives being made virtually 
useless.
